"R is significant," says the.secretary, "that the bulk of these 


. inquiries generally come from states where the price of land 
has-reached. such heiglits (hat opportunities for men of small 


• capital to acquire a home, are extremely limited." 


' A l l sections of the country are represented, however. There 
have-been nearly 100,000 inquiries from the Middle West,' 
over 60,000 from arid and semi-arid states, 26,000 from the 
East and 28,000 from'the South.

. Idiers only 490 farms in the last two year£." 


The veterans who want farms, says Seqdiiai'y.'FaJI,. are "not 


appealing'for a gratuity, but are seeking, an opportunity to 
. acquire a home on the land by utilizing [heir labor and oppor- 
tunity." They are largely farm-trained :men. 
''There is nothing new about this situation.. Secretary Lane 
hiadc public a^yery similar report shortly after the armistice.
